PARIS. Jan. 12 (Agencies; — 
Iraqi Vacetfreadeot Taha Mo- 
ld eddin Maarouf left here Fri- 
day for home after a three-day 
official visit to France. 

Maarouf met President Va- 
lery Giscard d'Estaing and 
«hey agreed to seep up poiita- 
cal, economic and industrial 
cooperation. 

Iraq is to export more oil 
to France in exchange for 
French technology and indus- 
trial plants, the French govern- 
ment said Thursday. 

Maarouf was also assured 
that France was ready to help 
Iraq build up its armed forces, 
already equipped with French 
planes, tanks and missiles. 

Giscard told . Maarouf after 
talks at the Efyaee Palace that 
France and Iraq were closer 
to each other as a result of the 
d uoytons, and trade coopera- 
tion was “greatly enhanced-'' 

French officials said' France's 
purchases of Iraqi oil would 
increase this year from a 1978 
total of 20 mtittoa tons, in 
another energy project, France 
was ready to build a 600-me- 
gawatt nuclear power plant in 
Iraq. 

Maarouf was assured by 
Prime Minister Raymond Bar- 
re, with whom he also held 
talks, abet France ' was ready 
to help -his country build up 
its defenses, the officials said. 

The Iraqi armed forces are 
already equipped with French 
Mirage F-l fighter- bombers, 
iseUcoptera and A MX- 30 tanks, 
as well as a whole range of 
missiles.

BANGKOK, Thailand, Jan. 
12 (Ag&cies) — -Vietnamese for- 
ces were reported hammering 
the last three major areas of 
' resistance inside Cambodia 
while almost 400 Cambodians 
• — suspected to be defeated sol- 
diers or officials — fled into 

Thailand Friday. 

Thai border authorities fear- 
ed an influx of refugees across 
their porous 800rkilometer bor- 
der as Vietnamese armor and 
infantry completed a brilliant 
three-week ■ dash across Cam- 
bodia by mopping up remnants 
of the fallen government. ' 
Political observers in .Bang- 
kok were, convinced that a 
pro-Hanoi. Gambodum - front 
which now sits in Phnom' Penh ’ 
did very little of the fighting. 

In Hanoi Thursday, Cambo- 
dia's provisional government 
admitted for the first time that 
there was large scale Vietna- 
mese involvement in fee fight- 
ing which led to the downfall 
of the Pol Pot regime. 

However, Ros- Samay, the 
secretary-general of the Cam- 
bodian National United Front 
insisted that Cambodia siarted 
the latest fighting, and he did 
not admit that any Vietnamese 
units had swept into Cambodia. 

The Pol Pot regime, follow- 
ing bad advice from the Chi- 
nese, dispatched 19 main force 
divisions to launch a large- 
scale offensive into Vietnamese 
territory, Ros Samay raid. 

. He. sa^d that the three best 
divisions were rushed into 
Vietnam’s Tay Minh province 
Dec. 23. The from decided 
that the Vietnamese should be 
left to annihilate these forces, 


Ros Samay said, while the 
front's forces struck inside 
Cambodia, aided by a popular 
uprising throughout the coun- 
try. 

"Thin^ happened exactly ac- 
cording to our prediction and by 
Jan. 7, 1979 the revolutionary 
red flag with five golden towers 
triumphantly was flapping over 
Phnom Penh,” he said. 

Ros Samay's account, which 
was reported by the Vietna- 
mese news agency, differed 

from the previous “official 

version” of how Cambodia 
fell in less than three weeks. . 

In Bangkok sources • closely 


following developments in Cam- 
bodia said Friday that three 
key kreas - of northwestern 
Cambodia — Siem Reap, Bat- 
tambang and Sisophon — were 
either under attack or had fal- 
len. Thai intelligence sources 
said earlier that Sisophon, a 
key road junction town, had 
been, captured and that Viet- 
namese tanks were on Highway 
6 about 50 kilometers from the 
Thai border.

Dutch troops to jdin 
U.N. force in Lebanon 


THE HAGUE, Jan. 12 
(Agencies; — The government 
announced Friday that it will 
send a contingent of about 700 
troops as part of the United 
Nations peacekeeping force in 
Lebanon. 

Deputy Premier Hans Wiegel 
said the decision to send the 
battalion of armored infantry 
followed a request by U.N. 
Secretary ’ General Kurt Wal- 
dheim. The first troops will 
leave in about six weeks, Wie- 
gel said. 

Tbe Dutch contingent will 
fill the gap created by the with- 
drawal of Iranian as well as 
some French troop6, Wiegel 
added. 

In another development three 
Fijian soldiers were wounded 
in southern Lebanon in a fire- 
fight between soldiers of the 
UN. Interim Force in Leba- 
non (UNIFLLj and Paleslinian- 
leftist gunmen, southern resi- 
dents reported Friday. 


A group of Palestinian com- 
mandos and Lebanese leftist 
militiamen hijacked a UNIF1L 
jeep in the south Thursday and 
ordered the three Fijian sol- 
diers in it to drive to an un- 
known destination. fee reports 
said 

The gunmen, holding the 
Fijians hostage in the jeep 
opened fire on a French check- 
point east of the southern Le- 
banese port city of Tyre. 85 
kilometers from Beirut. 

A Fijian captain, second lieu- 
tenant and a private were 
wounded in the cross-fire bet- 
ween the Palestinian-leftisi gun- 
men and French soldiers of tbe 
5.600-slrong' eight-nation UNI- 
FIL. 

The three were later helicop- 
tered to UNIFIL’s hospital in 
Naqoura on the Lebanese-Is- 
raeli border, the reports said.

LONDON, Jan. 12 (R) — 
Another trade union threw its 
weight behind striking lorry 
drivers Friday as snow-caked 
Britain dug in for a spell of 
industrial chaos and shortages. 

A 24-hour stoppage by ma- 
ny British Airways* pilots and 
a threatened national rail strike 
deepened fee gloom of Britain's 
winter of worker discontent. 

In Northern Ireland, where 
petrol stations have dried up, 
a state of emergency was in 
farce. On fee mainland eight 
regional trouble-shooting com- 
mutes swung into action to 
oounrer the effects of strikes. 

Supply Vines have already 
been wrecked by a week-old 
unofficial stoppage by some 
50 JD00 lorry drivers. Thursday 
night the drivers’ main union, 
tbe Transport and General 
Workers’ Union, defied govern- 
ment appeals and gave tbe 
strike official backing. 

Friday, fee strutter United 
Road Transport Union follow- 
ed suit and ordered their 
35,QOG mesabers to take ac- 
tion. 

With more -•Han 100,000 dri- 
vers on strike, industrialists 
predicted feat upwards of one 
million workers could be laid 
off by. the end of next week-

Vance cites obstacles 
to resumption of talks 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 12 
(Agencies) — The United Sta- 
tes wants Israel and Egypt to 
clear up differences over in- 
terpretation of their draft peace 
treaty before resuming full- 
scale ministerial talks. Secretary 
of State Cyrus Vance said 
Thursday. 

Vance told a press conferen- 
ce that all parties agreed on 
reopening the treaty talks, but 
he would not predict a resump- 
tion date or location. 

"The important thing is to 
have it (a meeting) and to 
make progress’,** he said.- — 
~""We are taking our time 
and exploring fee best way to 
try and deal with some of the 
more minor problems before 
we proceed to sitting down to- 
gether to tty and thrash out 
the more difficult issues.” he 
added. 

He said the United States 
was considering holding further 
talks at the ambassadorial level 
in Israel and Egypt. 

A senior aide said the minor 
problems «o which Vance had 
referred centered on Articles 
Four and Six of the draft 
treaty, worked out in Washing- 







ton negotiations late last year. 

With these out of the way, 
Vance would call the parties to- 
gether to discuss the central 
political issue — a timetable 
under which Israel would grant 
Palestinian self-rule. 

Egyptian insistence and Is- 
raeli refusal to consider a 
timetable, which would be writ- 
ten into side-letters attached to 
the treaty, deadlocked the talks 
last month. Egypt then de- 
manded clarification of the two 
articles. 

In Article Four, which deals 
with security arrangements 
Egypt wanted Israel to agree, 
in a separate clarifying letter, 
that fee treaty text would allow 
for a review upon request hv 
either party. 

In Article Six. which relate 
the accord to other treaty ob- 
ligations. Egypt wanted assu- 
rance that the bilateral accord 
would not supersede its mutual 
defense obligations to other 
Arab countries. 

Israeli officials said Israel had 
signalled a compromise could 
be reached on Article Four,

BONN, Jan. 12 (AP) —

Default in Pakistan?

ISLAMABAD — 
Government officials saM 
Thursday Pakistan runs the 
risk of defaulting on large 
foreign loans if major lend- 
ing countries like the United 
States do not ease repayment 
terms by June. 

; “Default is a real possibili- 
ty.” said a ranking official of 
the Finance Ministry's econo- 
mic affairs division. “We have 
told donor nations that the 
situation is critical.” 

Another official, who alto 
insisted on anonymity, said the 
South Asian nation has un- 
comfortably small foreign 
exchange reserves on hand — 
about 5400 million, 

“This is hardly enough to 
cover five weeks’ worth of 
Imports at the curr en t rate," 
he said. 

Sources said the situation k 
likely to get worse because of 
the recent oil price hike and a 
higher bfll for food imports 
due to a poor wheat harvest 
1 To add to the government’s 
fiscal woes, cash remittances 
from Pakistanis working in 
the Middle East have levelled 
off for the first time, appa- 
rently because of the unstable 
political situation there, arid 
die cotton oorp, a key export, 
was - smaller than expected, 
they said.

"Pakistan Times” reported 
that repayments on aid loans 
of nearly $100 million must be 
made to the United States this 
fiscal year, ending June 30, and 
about SI 34 million to West 

Germany, Japan. France and 
Italy. 

These countries, meeting 
last June in Paris, refused to 
ease terms by rescheduling 
payments or extending a new 
grace period. 

Although the situation has 
worsened, these donor coun- 
tries led by the United States,

Iran’s uncertain oil outlook

TEHRAN — 

Resumption of Iran’s vital 
oil exports is being held up 
by a complex mixture of poli- 
tical and tec hnical factors that 
sources say make it impossible 
to predict when shipments will 
resume. 

Industry sources, who asked 
not to be identified, also point- 
ed out there is no guarantee 
Iran will ever return to the 6 
million barrels a day produc- 
tion figure that made it the 
world's second largest exporter 
after Saudi Arabia. 

"There are many people 
who are talking about produc-. 
tion levels of perhaps four 
million barrels a day.” one 
■ source said, to conserve the 
nation’s principal natural re- 
source. 

Prime Minister Shahpour 
Bakbtiar, echoing the desire 
of religious opposition leader 
Ayatullah Khomeini, told par- 
liament Thursday that Iran 
will cease deliveries of oil to 
South Africa and Israel, which 
rely heavily on this troubled 
nation for their fuel. 

Iran’s biggest customers- — 
and those most severely threa- 
tened by the prospect of a 
longterm suspension — are Ja- 
pan and the members of the 
European Economic Commu- 
nity. 

About six per cent of U.S. 
oil imports come from Iran, 
but a significant reduction in 
Iranian exports will affect pri- 
ces in the U rated States by li- 
miting worldwide supply. 

Iran suspended petroleum ex- 
ports Dec. 26 after a three- 
month strike by workers op- 
posed to the Shah forced pro- 
duction well below the 
900,000 barrels a day needed 
during winter months for do- 
mestic markets. 

Although the strike had 
been underway since mid-Oc- 


tober, production plunged dra- 
matically after the Dec. 23 
murders in Ahwaz of Ameri- 
can oil executive Paul Grimm 
and an Iranian oil official. 

That triggered an exodus of 
foreign workers from the 
fields and widespread resigna- 
tions by frightened Iranians. 

Khomeini, exiled religious, 
leader, has decreed that oil wor- 
kers may return to - produce 
en ough fuel for domesjQc needs- - 
but not for the export market 

His emissary, oil engineer 
and human rights activist Meh- 
df Bazargan, has apparently 
managed to convince most 
workers to go back to their 
jobs, although production is 
stDl below 300.000 barrels a 
day. 

One source said negotiations - 
with Khomeini and the 
workers on resuming exports 
must wait until critical domes- 
tic shortages of gasoline and 
heating fuels have eased. 

But producing just enough 
fuel for domestic needs, oil- 
men say, is not as easy as it 
sounds. 

Refineries cannot begin pro- 
ducing enough gasoline, kero- 
sene and heating oil — despe- 

rately needed by Iranians— -un- 
less storage space is available 
for products for which there 
is little domestic demand. 

Chief among these is the 

heavy, residual oH used for 

powering steam generators and 

by oil tankers as fuel. Storage 
tanks in Abadan, site of the- 
world’s largest refinery, ate 

jammed with 10 million bar- 
rels of this fuel, sources say. 

With Khomeini’s blessings, 
the National Iranian Oil Com- 
pany has begun shipping some 
of this fuel to Kh&rg Island in 
the Gulf, which can store 
about 2 million barrels. 

But at full capacity, the Aba- 


dan refinery wiU produce 
220.000 barrels of the unneed- 
ed fuel each day and eventual- 
ly storage facilities will be 
overrun. 

“You don’t change the type 
of refined product by turning 
a valve,” one source said. 
“You do it by building sophis- 
ticated facilities. The Abadan 
refinery was designed that way 
to provide fuel for tankers 
which bad come, to pick up 
crude. That’s not easily chang- 
ed" 

Industry officials are hoping 
Khomeini wB4 relax his 
"ban” on exports — at least for 
tanker fuel— -to help solve the 
storage problem. 

But that too is a limited so- 
lution. 

'"The world is not knocking 
at the door for this type of 
fuel " one official said. Since 
January 1978, Iran has been 
urging, the international ofl 
consortium which buys most of 
its petroleum to increase pur- 
chases of this heavy fuel. 

Another problem facing the 
industry is the lack of a co- 
hesive labor organization re- 
presenting oil workers. When 
Bazargan accepted his mis- 
sion. he had to travel to vir- 
tually every field, refinery and 
port to urge local workers to 
return to their jobs. 

“No one can- say, “All right, 
we vwll stop the strike and re- 
turn to work,’" one source 
explained. “That, coupled with 
the fact that the strikers are 
convinced they have the power, 
means that with any problem, 
real or imaginary, they may 
walk out again." 

There have been reports that 
radical elements among the oil 
workers ignored Khomeini 
and wanted to continue the 
strike until it triggered econo- 
mic collapse and social revo- 
lution. But verifying such re- 
ports was impossible. — (AF)

But, successful as it was, 
the Bloomingdale activity was 
merely the tip of Che iceberg 
According to U& Com- 
merce Department fipn^ 
developing nations paphimi 
24.4 percent of the $77 billion 
worth of mamrfag*nre d goods 
imported by the United Stales 
in -1977. In 1970 the figure 
Was 15.1. During the «amf 
period the i n^ntriaiiMd 
world's share of these UjS. 
imports dropped to 75 percent 
of the total in 1977 from 80 
percent in 1970. 

In 1976. the moot recent 
year for which trade figures by 
commodity are av ailab le, the 
United States spent twice as 
much for manufactured goods 
from developing countries as 
it did for their agpcnharal 
products. 

While the manufactured 
goods are concentrated in 
traditional sectors — shoes . 
and textiles, for — 

there has been a significant in- 
crease in US. purchase of 
avpkal goods. In 1970 the 
Jnited States imported $100 
nillion worth of these pro- 
lucts from countries of the 
Vestem Hemisphere, exdnd- 
ng Canada. In 1977 the figure 
•eached SI billion, US. toh 
>orts of capital goods from 
East and South Asia — exha- 
ling Japan — jumped from 
>200 million in 1970 to $13 
lillion in 1977.

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Taiwan, Mexico, South Ko- 
tea, Brazil, Hone Kong and 
Singapore have iumonstrated 
particular success in penetrat- 
ing U.S. markets far manu- 
factured goods and accounted 
for 16.2 percent of 1977 im- 
ports.

The situation can be com- 
pared to the Japanese recovery 
following the Second World 
War. While Japan enjoyed .the 
advantages of a indus- 

trial infrastructure, the war 
had laid waste many of tfae 
fundamental means of produc- 
tion and distribution. As UA 
economic aid spurred produc- 
tion, UA consumers develop- 
ed an appreciation of Japanese 
manufacturing drill, 

Japan’s steady escalation 
of technological development 
in turn left the way open for 
UA consumers to purchase 
less sop h isticate d products 
from other developing world 
suppliers — and Hong Kong, 
Taiwan and South Korea as- 
sumed their enviable positions 
in U.S. import rankings 
This process has not occur- 
red without UA sacrifices; 
American industries vulnerable 
to foreign imp orts have con- 
tinually faced a problem of 
adjustment to singing purchase 
es from abroad. Protectionist 
pressures have intensified In 
recent years as industries *n 
populous and politically power- 
ful states have taken thrir 
cases to presidents and 
the UA Congress. The UA 
government’s response testifies 
to the nation’s c oninutinen t 
to international development 


Congress passed law* provid- 
ing -fi nancial assistance to-jm- 
dustries beset by im por t com- 
petition and further liberalizing 
import rules through the insti- 
tution of the generalized sys- 
tem of tariff preferences 
(GSP) afforded developing 

states. 

The GSP was 
under the 1974 Trade Act, and 
became effective in 1976. The 
program allows for duty-free 
entry of 2.800 kinds of axtides 
from 99 eligible developing 
countries. 

Because it wiH Jake, time for 


developing states to gear up 
their production to take ad- 
vantage of the program, the 
full effects will not be felt'for 
some time. But tfae progress 
evident in the first two years 
of the scheme’s operation in- 
dicates k will hrip indnatrializ . 
ing nations compete with dew' 
loped states In UA markets. 

A UA State Department 
survey of 50 product areas in 
which the United States im- 
ports at least S25 million wor- 
th of goods each year shows 
that gign,vfi reiT\f advances have 
been made in replacing UA 
purchases from developed 
countries with imports from 
less developed y*ntfw_ 

UA imports of devdoping- 
country machine tools, for 
example, went up from about 
S4 million in 1975 to about 
S20 million in 1977. Under 
GSP, developing countries in- 
creased their share of UA an- 
. tomotive parts imports from 
13 to 20 percent while the de- 
veloping world’s share of UA 
plastic furniture imparts went 
up from 47 percent to 68 
percent In the non-bone China 
import category, 'developing 
country manufactures accoun- 
ted for 31 percent of UA. pur- 
chases in 1977 compared wkh 
15 percent in 1975. 

A number of states have 
made good use of the GSP 
program to intitxface a wide 
range of products to the Uni- 
ted States. 

Israel exported $26 million 
worth of aircraft to the Uni- 
ted States in 1977 under GSP, 
$13 million worth of jewelry, 
S16 million In pn m u atir. tires, 
and $5 million worth of en- 
gines. India used GSP to sell 
the United States- $5 million 
worth of pipe tools and wren- 
ches, $4 million worth of bolts 
and fasteners, 53.5 miBkxj 
worth of brass household 
goods and $2.5 million w ort h 
of pneumatic tires. 

Yugoslavia sold the United 
States S47 million worth of 
furniture. SI 1.5 million in ata- 
minum-bare and sheets, and 
$9 million worth of insulated 
electrical receivers; while, the 
Philippines sold $2 nuBLon 
worth of solid state radio re- 
ceivers and $1.8 million worth 
of office machine parts. 

For the least developed 
countries, penetrating the so- 
phisticated and competitive 
U.S. market is not an easy 
task, even with GSP. The Afri- 
can states in particular — 
their trade based largely on 
the raw materials and 
cultural products they 
can provide — face a shortage 


of labor skills and infrastruc- 
ture that must be overcome 
through concentrated effort 
and the assistance of the in- 
dustrialized world. 

Still these countries have 
the opportunity to reap enor- 
mous benefits — exporting 
the lobaHnteasivc products 
that will provide significant in- 
creases in their per capita in- 
come while developing the 
marketing expertise tfwt will 
be essential when they start 
to produce more sophisticated 
goods. 

As a UA. State Department 
officia l said, tfae jjfc> 

creasing appearance of African 
and other lesser developed 
country handicrafts in the im- 
port tables: “These countries 
are beginning with what is 
best for them. And they’re be- 
ginning with the same lands 
of labor intensive products 
that marked the first signifi- 
cant entry of Japanese goods 
into UA. markets.

U.S. plant builders, for ins- 
tance, may provide the deve- 
loping state with the eqmp- 
meut to produce its manufac- 
tures- As the nmnufackuing sys- 
tem grows, additional UA 
equipment may hdp increase 
its capacity or update its pro- 
cesses. 

.Additional benefits are frit 
as_.UA. consumers find that they 
can buy quality goods at prices 
below the cost of UA. manu- 
factures. The resulting down- 
turn in UA. prices provides 
needed relief for America’s 
inflationary impulses and tfae 
impetus for UA. in du st ry to 
improve its technological edge 
or to develop products that do 
not compete with those that 
can be produced more econo- 
mically overseas. 

At another level, UA. pur- 
chases of manufactures pro-, 
vide the wherewithal for de- 
veloping countries to increase 
their purchases of U.S. com- 
modities. 

In a paper cited in the con- 
gressional debates over foreign 
aid appropriations, John Se- 
well of the privately funded 
Washington-based Overseas 
Development Comical points 
out that “trade with the deve- 
loping countries Is a two-way 


street. Unless the developing 
countries can export to the 
United Stales and other indus- 
trial countries, they will not 
be able to earn the foreign ex- 
change that in lutq wiU allow 
them Lu purchase the manu- 
uuiured goods produced in 

qu, industrialized countries.” 
Oevveli predicts rhaj if pre- 
sent international trade p olic ies 
are c on tinue d , developing 
country export earnings from 

manufactured goods will prob- 
ably reach $948 billion - by 
1985. This projection com- 
pares with $10 billion in 1965 
and $33 billion in 1977. 

Signaling the recognition of 
the changing nature of deve- 
loping countries' trade with 
the United States, President 
Jimmy Carter told a miwring 
of tbe Organization erf Ameri- 
can States: “Trade policy wfll 
become more and more im- 
portant, as your economies 
continue their transformation, 
which is inevitable, with ma- 
nufactured goods rrvatn'np np 
a larger and larger proportion 
of your production and ex- 
ports."

LONDON — Tense? Nerv- 
ous? Feeling low. You could 
be suffering from what is pro* 
bably the commonest self-in- 
duced conditions in the deve- 
loped world, caffeinism. 

Caffeinism, or so a number 
of doctors believe, comes from 
excessive consumption of tea, 
coffee, cola drinks, or stimul- 
ants and painkillers containing 
caffeine. If they are right, a 
good part of the Western world 
is deliberately, if unknowingly, 
poisoning itself. 


An addiction to caffeine 


Along with nicotine, caffeine 
is one of the socially-acceptable 
drugs used by human societies. 
But its effects, and particularly 
its ill-effects, are much less 
well-understood than those of 
cigarettes. 

Caffeine is a central nervous 
system stimulant, and any dose 
which exceeds 250 milligrams a 
day is classified by pharmacolo- 
gists as large. Since the average 
cup of tea contains between 60 
and 75 milligrams, and the 
average coffee between 100 and 
150 (instant coffee is lower, at 


86 to 99 milligrams) it is re- 
markably easy to take in a. 
substantial dose 

As many as 10 per cepi oi 
Americans, according to Dr. 
John F. Greden of ihe Univer- 
sity of Michigan Medical Cen- 
ter in Ann Arbor, consume 
more than 1,000 milligrams j 
day, four times the “large" 
dose. 

Millions of British women, 
whose tea-pots are on the go 
from first light until they go to 
bed, must fall into the same 
category.

The only rule 
of the game was to score at 
all costs and the referee — 
when there was one — rarely 
used his bunting bom (in place 
of a whistlej to stop play. 

Children can still be seen 
. playing grapefruit soccer in the 
streets of Yaounde. 

But Canon Club has moved 
on. The big break came in 
1950 when the dub won its 
first championship against local 
trival Tonnerre, whose fans 
come from the up-town resi- 
dential district of Yaounde. 


The war between the two 
has never relented an soccer 
officials had to move a match, 
venue hundreds of miles from 
here to avoid trouble. 

With independence from 
France in I960 came a strong 
organisation for Canon who 
since then have won the Came- 
ra un Cap and League titles 
several times. In 1976-1977. it 
did not lose a single home 
game for 520 days. 

Entering an African compe- 
tition for the first time in 
1971, Canon caused an upset 
by winning the African title 
agaainst Ashanti Votoko of 
Ghana. 

But the unexpected victory 
was not followed by other 
successes in pan-African com- 
petitions — although Canon 
ottered them regularly either 
as champion or as cup-winner 
year after year. 

It is entering the 1979 Afri- 
can Cup-Winners, Cup and its 
current chairman, businessman 
Theodore Eteme, is determined 
to see Canon grab it and 
keep it for as long as possible.

funds. Some of these funds 
were channelled to the Grand 
Prix.

Unemployment also rises 

U.S. retail prices up 91 % ii year 


WASHINGTN, Jul 12 
(Agenda) — American whole* 
sale juices rose by 9*1 jxs cent 
in 1978, the highest in four 
years, and officials said they 
saw lk4e evidence of a signin 
ficant improvement in the near 
future. 

The increase, the sharpest 
since 1973, foreshadow similar 
results for consumer price*. 

The Commerce Department 
reported “one ray of sunshine ' 
on the inflation front, a 0*2 
per cent decline in prices fas 
raw foods and animal feeds. 
“But 1 don’t expect a sunny 
day tomorrow from that,” a 
department economist said* 

Another sobering note for 
the outlook was a department 
report that business invest- 
ment, a key to avoiding infla- 
tionary bottlenecks and short- 
ages, is expected to grow at a 
slower rate nest year. 

Friday, the Labor Depart- 
ment said the United State* 
unemployment rate edged up 
from 5.8 to S3 percent last 
month as the number of per- 
sons holding jobs increased by 


a relatively small 104000. 

But the department s&ed 
both black, and white workers 
and adult men and women 
scored strong gains for aH of 
1978, the third year of sharp 
expansion in jobs* 

December’s employment 
growth was much slower than 
that of previous months and 
was down sharply from No* 
vember, when 510,000 new 


jobs were created. 

Some private economists say 
the Carter administration a 
' success in bringing down the 
unemployment rate is doodad 
by the prospect of a business 
downturn. Because of Ok em- 
phasis on righting inflation, 
these economists expect the 
jobless rate to rise later this 
year. They say new jobs most

This hand occurred in the 
match between Italy and the 
United States in 1951. It is 
notable chiefly because the 
Italian and American 
declarers both misplayed it — 
but made 13 tricks never- 
theless. 

The U3. team gained 750 
points because they bid seven 
diamonds and the Italians 
stopped at six diamonds. At 
both tables West led the king 
of dubs, and both declarers 
cashed five diamonds and five 
spades, leaving South with 
only the Q-10 of hearts. 


Hand 

On the last spade. West — 
who now had the K -8 of hearts 
and queen of dubs — had to 
discard before dummy, which 
held the A-9 of hearts and Jack 
of dubs. West was squeezed at 
this point and declarer made 
all the tricks. 

The squeeze succeeded only 

because West had the long of 
hearts. But there was another 
method of play available that 
would have made seven even 
if East had held the king of 
hearts. 

The proper line of play is to 
win the dub lead and ruff 3 
club. Declarer then cashes 
dummy's K-Q of trumps and, 
after he sees that the trumps 
are divided 3-2. ruffs another 
club. 

A spade to dummy's jack is 
followed by a third dnb ruff 
(with the acei. Declarer is 
now out of trumps; dummy 
and East each have one trump 
left South now plays the heart 
ten to the ace and discards his 
queen of hearts an the jack of 
diamonds. He then wins tie 
last four tricks with the A-K-Q- 
10 of spades. 

Ruffing dummy’s clubs 
offers a better chance for the 
grand slam than relying solely 
on West to hold the heart king, 
"which offers only a 50 per cent 
'chance. The suggested line of 
play virtually always sue-, 
ceeds when the trumps are 
divided 3-2, which occurs 68 
per cent of the time.

‘Granddad’s army’ 

Older whites to be drafted in Rhodesia 


SALISBURY, Jan. 12 lAPi 
— Rhodesia Friday announc- 
ed plans to draft all white men 
a^ed 50-59 for home guard du- 
ties in a new effort 10 check 
ibe escalating guerrilla war. 

Tbe “SOS forces”, as some 
Rhodesians are already colling 
the planned unit, will free 
younger combat -fit men Irom 
patrol duty in urban areas to 
the countryside where the real 
war is -being fought- 

The new draftees, many of 
whom are grandfathers, are to 
be called up in l be face of an 
increased threat of unban ter- 


rorism, a governm&m state- 
ment said. 

Some cynics are referring 10 
the home guard as "Grand- 
dad's Army-" The group of 
national servicemen aged 39 
and 49 is already culled "Dad'6 
Army.” 

All white, colored (mixed 
race) and Asian men between 
the ages of 18 and 39 must 
serve up to six months each 
year with the security forces, 
fighting two groups of black 
guerrillas seeking to seize con- 
trol of the country. 


Has , week, a few hundred 
young 'black men were called 
up for the first time amid pro- 
tests from students who claim- 
ed they should not fight for 
Rhodesia until there is black 
rule. 

A constitutional agreement 
reached by Prime Minister Jan 
Smith and three black collea- 
gues last March promises black 
majority rule by April this 
year. But it excluded the guer- 
rillas, who have promised they 
wiH step up the war.

Mainland nurturing campaign 
for reunification with Taiwan 


. HONG KONG, Jan. 12 (AP) 
— At forums, festivals and tea 
parties throughout China, local 
government organizations are 
promoting the speedy reunifica- 
tion of Taiwan with the main- 
land. 

The propaganda campaign 
being waged from the central 
Hupeh Province to the south- 
western Yunnan has a simple 
message: the establishment of 
diplomatic relations between 
China and the United States 
has produced “the opportune 
moment” for reunification. 

In the last three weeks, do- 
zens of former officials of 
Cfaiang Kai-shek’s Nationalist 
government on Taiwan have 
appealed to his son, President 
Chiang Ching-kuo, “to discard 
past grudges and return to the 
motherland." 

The campaign to drum up 
support for reunification among 
China's 800 million people 
comes as Peking is redefining 

— with some startling surprises 

— its i mentions toward Tai- 
wan’s 17 million residents. 

China's Senior Deputy Vice- 
Premier Teng Hsiao-ping has 
astonished China-watchers in 
the past week by saying thau 
he hopes for reunification this 
year, and that Taiwan can re- 
tain its capitalist economic sys- 
tem, government and armed 
forces as an autonomous re- 
gion of a unified China. 

The Nationalists have dis- 
missed all offers from Peking 
to establish postal, transporta- 


tion and trade relations as a 
"communist trap.” Prime Min- 
ister Y.S. Sun Thursday urged 
Peking instead to "face reality 
by rejecting Marxism-Leninism, 
abolishing Communist dictator- 
ship and protecting human 
rights." 

But China’s conciliatory tone 
and its startling offer of auto- 
nomy have pui Taiwan on the 
defensive. 

Some Westerners here see 
Peking’s campaign as a con- 
certed effort to assure the Ame- 
ricans of China's reasonable 
intentions and to put maximum 
pressure on Taiwan to nego- 


tiate. 

While Teng sard he hopes to 
see reunification in a year, no- 
body expects a Chinese inva- 
sion of Taiwan in 1979 or 
1980 if the Nationalists still 
refuse to talk. 

Taiwan has given little media 
coverage to Peking's concilia- 
tory campaign. 

The opening salvo in the re- 
unification campaign came 
Dec. 22 — a week after the 
surprise U.S.-Cbina normaliza- 
tion announcement — in the 
final communique of the third 
plenary session of ihe 11th 
Central Committee of the Chi- 
nese Communist Party.

An official quoted in the state- 
ment noted that many men 
and women over 50 served as 
volunteers, many stationed at 
roadblocks and others in po- 
lice patrols of suburbs. 

In the last few months, guer- 
rillas have brought the war to 
urban areas, launching attacks 
in principal cities and towns.
